Response To Notice (of 10/16/03) Of Non-Compliant Amendment 



In response to the Notice Of Non-Compliant Amendment dated October 16, 2003, attached 
hereto (at Tab l)is a revised version of the non-compliant Amendment (dated July 29, 2003). In the 
attached revised version, on pages 2 to 4, the status indicator for the claims have been changed to 
"canceled" and "previously presented",, as appropriate. 

The Notice Of Non-Compliant Amendment stated that "withdrawn claims should include 
the text". This is an incorrect statement of USPTO rule and regulations. In particular, 37 C.F.R. 
§1.121 (C)(4)(i) (a highlighted copy of which is attached at Tab 2) states "No claim text shall be 
presented for any claim in the claim listing with the status of "canceled" or "not entered". Two 
Notices from the USPTO (highlighted copies of which are attached at Tab 2) have similar language. 
There is therefore no need to include the text of the cancelled claims. Claims 1 to 13 and 35 to 36 
had been canceled long before the filing of the Amendment dated July 29, 2003. 

It is believed that this revised Amendment is now fully compliant. 

It is noted that this is the second Notice Of Non-Compliant Amendment. All of the 
purported deficiencies identified in the second Notice were originally present in the version of that 
Amendment filed on July 29, 2003 but were not identified in the first Notice. It would be more 



efficient for the USPTO to identify all purported deficiencies in one Notice. In addition, none of the 
identified deficiencies in either Notice were so egregious that would prevent a reasonable examiner 
from being able to substantively review the amendment. It is hoped that this case can now be 
passed to the Examiner for substantive review. 

It is believed that no fees or charges are required at this time in connection with the present 
application; however, if any are due, they may be charged to our Patent and Trademark Office 
Deposit Account No. 03-2412.

(a) Amendments in applications, other than 
reissue applications. Amendments in applications, 
other than reissue applications, are made by filing a 
paper, in compliance with § 1.52, directing that speci- 
fied amendments be made. 

(b) Specification. Amendments to the specifica- 
tion, other than the claims, computer listings (§ 1 .96) 
and sequence listings (§ 1 .825), must be made by add- 
ing, deleting or replacing a paragraph, by replacing a 
section, or by a substitute specification, in the manner 
specified in this section. 

(1) Amendment to delete, replace, or add a 
paragraph. Amendments to the specification, includ- 
ing amendment to a section heading or the title of the 
invention which are considered for amendment pur- 
poses to be an amendment of a paragraph, must be 
made by submitting: 

(i) An instruction, which unambiguously 
identifies the location, to delete one or more para- 
graphs of the specification, replace a paragraph with 
one or more replacement paragraphs, or add one or 
more paragraphs; 
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(ii) The full text of any replacement para- 
graph with markings to show all the changes relative 
to the previous version of the paragraph. The text of 
any added subject matter must be shown by underlin- 
ing the added text. The text of any deleted matter must 
be shown by strike-through except that double brack- 
ets placed before and after the deleted characters may 
be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter 
must be shown by being placed within double brack- 
ets if strikethrough cannot be easily perceived; 

(iii) The full text of any added paragraphs 
without any underlining; and; 

(iv) The text of a paragraph to be deleted 
must not be presented with strike-through or placed 
within double brackets. The instruction to delete may 
identify a paragraph by its paragraph number or 
include a few words from the beginning, and end, of 
the paragraph, if needed for paragraph identification 
purposes. 

(2) Amendment by replacement section. If the 
sections of the specification contain section headings 
as provided in § 1.77(b), § 1.154(b), or § 1.163(c), 
amendments to the specification, other than the 
claims, may be made by submitting: 

(i) A reference to the section heading 
along with an instruction, which unambiguously iden- 
tifies the location, to delete that section of the specifi- 
cation and to replace such deleted section with a 
replacement section; and; 

(ii) A replacement section with markings 
to show all changes relative to the previous version of 
the section. The text of any added subject matter must 
be shown by underlining the added text. The text of 
any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through 
except that double brackets placed before and after the 
deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any 
deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be 
easily perceived. 

(3) Amendment by substitute specification. 
The specification, other than the claims, may also be 
amended by submitting:: 

(i) An instruction to replace the specifica- 
tion; and 

(ii) A substitute specification in compli- 
ance with §§ 1.125(b) and (c). 



(4) Reinstatement of previously deleted para- 
graph or section. A previously deleted paragraph or 
section may be reinstated only by a subsequent 
amendment adding the previously deleted paragraph 
or section. 

(5) Presentation in subsequent amendment 
document. Once a paragraph or section is amended in 
a first amendment document, the paragraph or section 
shall not be represented in a subsequent amendment 
document unless it is amended again or a substitute 
specification is provided. 

(c) Claims. Amendments to a claim must be 
made by rewriting the entire claim with all changes 
(e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this sub- 
section, except when the claim is being canceled. 
Each amendment document that includes a change to 
an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or 
addition of a new claim, must include a complete list- 
ing of all claims ever presented, including the text of 
all pending and withdrawn claims, in the application. 
The claim listing, including the text of the claims, in 
the amendment document will serve to replace all 
prior versions of the claims, in the application. In the 
claim listing, the status of every claim must be indi- 
cated after its claim number by using one of the fol- 
lowing identifiers in a parenthetical expression: 
(Original), (Currently amended), (Canceled), (With- 
drawn), (Previously presented), (New), and (Not 
entered). 

(1) Claim listing. All of the claims presented 
in a claim listing shall be presented in ascending 
numerical order. Consecutive claims having the same 
status of "canceled" or "not entered" may be aggre- 
gated into one statement (e.g., Claims 1-5 (can- 
celed)). The claim listing shall commence on a 
separate sheet of the amendment document and the 
sheet(s) that contain the text of any part of the claims 
shall not contain any other part of the amendment. 

(2) When claim text with markings is 
required. All claims being currently amended in an 
amendment paper shall be presented in the claim list- 
ing, indicate a status of "currently amended," and be 
submitted with markings to indicate the changes that 
have been made relative to the immediate prior ver- 
sion of the claims. The text of any added subject mat- 
ter must be shown by underlining the added text. The 
text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike- 
through except that double brackets placed before and 
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after the deleted characters may be used to show dele- 
tion of five or fewer consecutive characters. The text 
of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being 
placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot 
be easily perceived. Only claims having the status of 
"currently amended," or "withdrawn" if also being 
amended, shall include markings. If a withdrawn 
claim is currently amended, its status in the claim list- 
ing may be identified as "withdrawn — currently 
amended." 

(3) When claim text in clean version is 
required. The text of all pending claims not being cur- 
rently amended shall be presented in the claim listing 
in clean version, i.e., without any markings in the pre- 
sentation of text. The presentation of a clean version 
of any claim having the status of "original," "with- 
drawn" or "previously presented" will constitute an 
assertion that it has not been changed relative to the 
immediate prior version, except to omit markings that 
may have been present in the immediate prior version 
of the claims of the status of "withdrawn" or "previ- 
ously presented." Any claim added by amendment 
must be indicated with the status of "new" and pre- 
sented in clean version, i.e., without any underlining. 

( 4) When claim text shall not be presented ; 
canceling a claim. 

(i) No claim text shall be presented for 
any claim in the claim listing with the status of "can- 
celed" or "not entered." 

(ii) Cancellation of a claim shall be 
effected by an instruction to cancel a particular claim 
number. Identifying the status of a claim in the claim 
listing as "canceled" will constitute an instruction to 
cancel the claim. 

(5) Reinstatement of previously canceled 
claim. A claim which was previously canceled may be 
reinstated only by adding the claim as a "new" claim 
with a new claim number. 

(d) Drawings. One or more application draw- 
ings shall be amended in the following manner: Any 
changes to an application drawing must be in compli- 
ance with § 1.84 and must be submitted on a replace- 
ment sheet of drawings which shall be an attachment 
to the amendment document and, in the header, 
labeled "Replacement Sheet." Any replacement sheet 
of drawings shall include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is amended. All changes to the draw- 



ing^) shall be explained, in detail, in either the draw- 
ing amendment or remarks section of the amendment 
paper. 

(1) A marked-up copy of any amended draw- 
ing figure, including annotations indicating the 
changes made, may be included. The marked-up copy 
must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Marked-up 
Drawings" and must be presented in the amendment 
or remarks section that explains the change to the 
drawings. 

(2) A marked-up copy of any amended draw- 
ing figure, including annotations indicating the 
changes made, must be provided when required by the 
examiner. 

(e) Disclosure consistency. The disclosure must 
be amended, when required by the Office, to correct 
inaccuracies of description and definition, and to 
secure substantial correspondence between the 
claims, the remainder of the specification, and the 
drawings. 

(f) No new matter. No amendment may intro- 
duce new matter into the disclosure of an application. 

(g) Exception for examiner's amendments. 
Changes to the specification, including the claims, of 
an application made by the Office in an examiner's 
amendment may be made by specific instructions to 
insert or delete subject matter set forth in the exam- 
iner's amendment by identifying the precise point in 
the specification or the claim(s) where the insertion or 
deletion is to be made. Compliance with paragraphs 
(b)(1), (b)(2), or (c) of this section is not required. 

(h) Amendment sections. Each section of an 
amendment document {e.g., amendment to the claims, 
amendment to the specification, replacement draw- 
ings, and remarks) must begin on a separate sheet. 

(i) Amendments in reissue applications. Any 
amendment to the description and claims in reissue 
applications must be made in accordance with § 
1.173.

2. A separate "clean" version of a currently amended paragraph or 
claim is NO LONGER REQUIRED (except for a substitute 
specification - see No. 5 below) 

3. if the amendment adds, changes, or deletes any claim, a listing of all 
claims that are, or were, in the application, must be provided as follows: 

- The claims must be listed in ascending numerical order 

- The text of all pending claims including withdrawn claims must 
be presented; no text for "canceled" or "not entered" claims 



- A status identifier must be presented in parentheses after the 
claim number for each claim; only the following identifiers are 
permitted: (original), (currently amended), (canceled), 
(withdrawn), (new), (previously presented), and (not entered) 

- All "currently amended" claims must have markings to show 
changes; the only markings permitted are underlining for added 
matter, strikethrough and double brackets [[ ]] (for five or fewer

- Grouping of consecutive "canceled" or "not entered" claims 
permitted (e.g., claims 2-8 (canceled)) 



4. Upon receipt of a complete listing of all claims, LIEs should cancel 
all previous versions of claims in the application by drawing a line

5. Amendments to the specification by marked-up replacement 
paragraphs or sections only - no clean replacement paragraph or 
section is required; NO replacement sheets permitted

REVISED AMENDMENT PRACTICE 

I. Begin each section of an amendment document on a separate sheet: 

Each section of an amendment document (e.g., Specification Amendments, Claim Amendments, Drawing 
Amendments, and Remarks) must begin on a separate sheet. Starting each separate section on a new page will 
facilitate the process of separately indexing and scanning each section of an amendment document for placement in an 
image file wrapper. 

II. Two versions of amended part(s) no longer required: 

37 CFR 1.121 has been revised to no longer require two versions (a clean version and a marked up version) of 
each replacement paragraph or section, or amended claim. Note, however, the requirements for a clean 
version and a marked up version for substitute specifications under 37 CFR 1.125 have been retained. 

A) Amendments to the claims: 

Each amendment document that includes a change to an existing claim, cancellation of a claim or submission of a new 
claim, must include a complete listing of all claims in the application. After each claim number in the listing, the 
status must be indicated in a parenthetical expression, and the text of each pending claim (with markings to show 
current changes) must be presented. The claims in the listing will replace all prior claims in the application. 

(1) The current status of all of the claims in the application, including any previously canceled, not entered or 
withdrawn claims, must be given in a parenthetical expression following the claim number using only one of 
the following seven status identifiers: (original), (currently amended), (canceled), (withdrawn), (new), 
(previously presented) and (not entered). The text of all pending claims, including w ithdrawn claims, must 
be submitted each time any claim is amended. Canceled and not entered claims must be indicated by only 
the claim number and status, without presenting the text of the claims. 

(2) The text of all claims being currently amended must be presented in the claim listing with markings to indicate 
the changes that have been made relative to the immediate prior version. The changes in any amended claim 
must be shown by underlining (for added matter) or strikethrough (for deleted matter) with 2 exceptions: ( 1 ) 
for deletion of Five characters or fewer, double brackets may be used (e.g., fferoor/l) : and (2) if 
strikethrough cannot be easily perceived (e.g., deletion of the number "4" or certain punctuation marks), 
double brackets must be used (e.g., II4II). As an alternative to using double brackets, howe ver, extra 
portions of text may be included before and after text being deleted, all in strikethrough, followed by 
including and underlining the extra text with the desired change (e.g.. number 4 as number 1 4 as) . An 
accompanying clean version is not required and should not be presented. Only claims of the status "currently 
amended," and "withdrawn" that are being amended, may include markings. 

(3) The text of pending claims not being currently amended, including withdrawn claims, must be presented in 
the claim listing in clean version, i.e., without any markings. Any claim text presented in clean version will 
constitute an assertion that it has not been changed relative to the immediate prior version except to omit 
markings that may have been present in the immediate prior version of the claims. 
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(4) A claim being canceled must be listed in the claim listing with the status identifier "canceled ; the text of the 
claim must not be presented. Providing an instruction to cancel is optional. 

(5) Any claims added by amendment must be presented in the claim listing with the status identifier (new) ; the 
text of the claim must not be underlined. . 

(6) All of the claims in the claim listing must be presented in ascending numerical order. Consecutive canceled, 
or not entered, claims may be aggregated into one statement (e.g., Claims 1 - 5 (canceled)). 

Example of listing of claims fuse of the word "claim" be fore the claim number is optional): 

Claims 1-5 (canceled) 

Claim 6 (previously presented): A bucket with a handle. 

Claim 7 (withdrawn): A handle comprising an elongated wire. 

Claim 8 (withdrawn): The handle of claim 7 further comprising a plastic grip. 

Claim 9 (currently amended): A bucket with a green bjue handle.

Cl Amendments to drawing figures:

If the changes to the 
drawing figure(s) are not accepted by the examiner, applicant will be notified of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. No further drawing submission will be required, unless applicant is notified.
